TH E 


CASE of Mr. Da Coſta 
zwith Mr. Monmartel, Cc. 


HE following remarkable Caſe, where 
Mr. Anthony Da Coſta was condemn'd by 
Arbitration, may ſerve as an Inſtance 
to inform Merchants, that they may 
involve themſelves in Loſſes, notwithſtanding 
they act with Juſtice, Equity, and Zeal, for the 
Intereſt of their Correſpondents. 


Mr. Da Coſta's Arbitrator was John Briſtow, Eſq; 
to whom he gave the following Inſtructions. 


R. Le Maire, Secretary to Mr. De Chavigny, 

deſired to know of Mr. Da Cota, if he had an 
Order to pay him 400 Pounds; and if not, whe- 
ther he would pay them by his Letter of Attorney 
to Meſſ. Louis Guillemau and Company in his Ab- 
{ence, he being then order'd to go to France. At 
that Time Mr. Da Coſta had none; but after 
Mr. Le Maire was gone, he received the fame, 
and, according to the Direction of Mr. Le Maire, 
he paid the Money to Meſſ. Louis Guillemau and 
Company, on the 21ſt of Octob. by virtue of the 


Letter of Attorney he had of Mr. Le Maire: 
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which plainly ſhews the great Confidence and 


Credit repoſed in Meſſ. Guillemau and Company. 


Mr. Anthony Da Coſta drew a Bill for Paris on 
Thurſday the 23d of October, 1135. for Liv. 9389. 
14. 8. payable to the Order of Meſſ. Louis 
Cuillemau and Company, at 30+ per Crown, which 
is + more than the current Price of the Exchange 
that Day for Paris, makes 4027. 13 5. Sterling. 


On Monday the 27th of October in the After— 
noon, Mr. Louis Guillemau died, and immediately 
they ſeal'd up the Compting-houſe ; for which 
Reaſon, from the Inſtant of his Death, no further 
Payments were made, which happen'd before the 
ſecond Bill was paid. And as the firſt Bill was at 
one Day's Date, and immediately indorſed unto 
D. Pedro Nolaſco Convay of Paris, the ſame was 
received there before the News came of the Death 
of the ſaid Guillemau; ſince which Mr. John Green, 
the ſole acting Executor, has taken out the Admi- 
niſtration of Mr. Guilleman's Will, and refuſes to 
pay the Value of the Bill, altho' the ſaid Money 
was paid at Paris to Mr. Couvay, and credited to 
the Account of the deceaſed Mr. Gnillemau, who 
at the Time Mr. Da Coſta gave his Bill was in 
full Credit, as is publick and notorious, 


The Gentleman for whoſe Account Mr. Da Coſta 
drew the Bill pretends, that he has nothing to do 
with Mr. Guillemau, that he has paid the Bill he 
drew on him, and that if Mr. Da Coſta did not 
receive the Money, the ſame is at his Peril ; for 
that at the Time he gave the Bill he ought to 


© have received Satisfaction for the ſame, notwith- 


ſtanding no Commiſſion was allow'd for ſtanding 
al Credere, nor any Account was depending be- 


twixt Mr, Guillemau and Mr. Da Coſta, nor any 
Advans»

Advantage whatſcever could accrue from it to the 
latter. And tho' this Caſe is ſo very plain, and 
the Law is intirely of Mr. Da Coſta's Side, both 
here, and in all other Trading Parts, to avoid 
Law Charges, and to ſhew the Juſtice of his Cauſe, 
the ſaid Mr. Da Coſta left the ſame to be decided 


by Arbitration, and choſe John Briſtow, Eſq; for 
his Arbitrator, promiſing to abide by what ſhould 
ſo be determin'd.

The next Day, 15th of November, Mr. Mon- 
martel received two Letters from Mr. Anthony Da 
Coſta, one dated the 29th of October, and the other 
dated the zoth of ſaid Month, O. .

Mr. Da Coſta brings an Atteſtation, ſigned by a 
great many creditable Merchants, confirming faid 
Cuſtom, by virtue of which Mr. Da Coſta deſires 
to be free of all Riſques. 


Mr. Monmarte] advances the contrary, and 
that it is preciſely ſaid Cuſtom, which condemns 
Mr. Da Cofta ; becauſe © that having given his 
© Bill on the Thurſday 23d of October, he ought, 
e according to Cuſtom, to have ſent for the Pay- 
ment the next Poſt after the ſecond Bill, “ that 
& is to ſay, the Monday 2yth of October, which

On the rgth of April, 1136. Mr. Da Coſta was 
appointed to meet Meſſ. Core, Briſtow, and Gaultier, 
at Garraway's Coffee-bouſe at Four of Clock, which 
he did, as likewiſe Mr. Van Neck, who deliver'd the 
above Paper to the Arbitrators, and told them, 
that Paper contain'd all that he had to ſay. In 
Anſwer to which Paper Mr. Da Coſta produced an 
Affidavit, ſworn by Moſes Henriquez Fulian jun. 
before Sir Edward Bellamy, that on the 257th of 
October he demanded at the Houſe of Mr. Guillemau 
Payment for Mr. Da Coſta's ſecond Bill, which 
amounted to 402 J. 13 5. Sterling; to which he 
was anſwer'd, that as Mr. Guillemau was juſt dead, 
which was about Three o' Clock in the Afternoon, 
no further Receipts or Payments could be made 
that Day. Beſides this, Mr. Da Coſta prevail'd 
upon Mr. Delpech, Notary Publick, to ſhew to the 


Arbitrators, that Sir Theodore Fanſen, (who is a 


Gentleman of that Honour and Integrity, as not 
to declare before a Notary Publick any thing, but 
what is really ſo, eſpecially if the ſame ſhould 
be to defraud the reſt of the Creditors of Mefl. 
Louis Guillemau and Company, ) had given them 
ſeveral Bills for Italy, which were to be paid on 
Monday the 27th of October, which was the Day 
on which Mr. Guillemau died, and &emanded Pay- 

| ment 
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ment for ſaid Bills that Day; and was anſwer'd 
by Mr. Loſtau, that nothing could be paid; for 
that as ſoon as Mr. Guillemau died, the Compting- 
houſe had been ſeal'd up. From whence it plainly 
appears, that no Payment whatſoever was made 
from the Death of Mr. Cuillemau; and that tho? 
Mr. Da Cofta had given his Bill upon Condition to 
be ſatisfied the Monday or Thurſday following, yet 
ſaid Bill was demanded on the Monday, as ſeveral 
others, to which Anſwers were given, that no 
Payment could be made from the Death of Mr. 


| Guillemau. Wherefore in this ſtrict Senſe, as Mr. 


Da Cofta did demand his Money that Day, as 
appears by the Oath of Mr. Julian jun. and was 
not paid, which happen'd likewiſe to ſeveral 
others, it is plain that Mr. Paris de Monmartel, 
(to whom, he believes, the Bill doth not belong, 
but to another Great Man, who is indebted 
above 1600 J. to Mr. Guillemau and Company's 
Eſtate,) might eaſily have coyer'd himſelf of this 
Bill; and as all the Day is allow'd, and in the 
Afternoon they did not pay in ſtricteſt Rigour, and 
Mr. Da Coſta demanded his Money in Compliance 


| with the Time, and ſent away the Proteſt the 


Thurſday following, nothing was wanting on Mr. 
Da Cofta's Side. And as to the Allegations on the 
other Part, concerning the Limitation of eight 
Days, which Mr. Guillemau might have, if he 
deſired, for the Payment of the Bill, it ſeems to 
be ſomething extraordinary ; for if the Caſe was 
as they repreſent, the Truſt given was only 
three Days; for till Monday is what is due to the 
Remitter. Beſides, it appears by the Letter of 
Mr. Monmartel, as likewiſe by that of Mr. Da 
Coſta, ſent to Mr. Briſtow, that the Deciſion of 
the Arbitration ought to have been upon the

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Tt is proper to repeat here, that this Award 
is the more extraordinary, as Mr. Da Coſta proves, 
that the Bill was demanded the Monday in the 
Afternoon, and that Mr. Loſtau declared, that 
from the Death of Mr. Guillemau the Compting- 
houſe being ſeal'd up, no Receipts or Payments 
were made ; to which no Proofs to the contrary 
have appear d to Mr. Da Coſta from any body. 
And tho the Bill ſhould have been actually agreed 
not to be paid, but on the Thurſday following, 
which appears to the contrary, by the Demand 
above made, no Prejudice accrued to Mr. Mon- 
wartel, ſince about Three o' Clock the Houſe 
ſtopt Payment. 


Mr. Da Coſta in what he did had no further 
View, than the Benefit of his Correſpondent, to 
whom he advanced -the Money, and got One- 
eighth of a Penny Advantage in each French

Et pour ce qui regarde aux inconvenients mon- 
ſtreux trop aiſe a concevoir, cela ne $'entend pas 
avec de perſones comme Mr. P. de Monmarte] & 
moy, mais avec des gens qui mont ni conſcience 
ni bonneur, & tout ce que je puis vous dire c 'eſt, 
que fi Jetois en votre cas, je n'aurois pas fait Ja 
moindre difficulte avec Monſ. P. de Monmartel de 
prendre le riſque ſur moy, voyant fi clairement 
3 ce que J; ai agi eſt ſelon la coutume ordinaire 
dirigee en votre intereſt, & en cas qu'on vouluſſe 
pretendre d' etre paye pour la traite le jour qu'on 
donne 
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donne la lettre, il faudroit tirer avec beaucoup de 
deſavantage dans le change, & ᷑tre tenu en compte 
de redicule de voloir propoſer des choſes hors 
la regle generale de comerce. Ainſi vous voyez 
que de ma part il n'y a eu aucune complaiſance,

Mr. Paris de Monmartel, 


AM favour'd with yours of the 17th of Decemb. 
by which you ſend me a Certificate from your 
Merchants concerning my Letter, and I find ſo 
little Reaſon in what it advances, that I am ready 
to refer our Difference to be decided by Arbitra- 
tion here in London upon the Point you put ſo 
much Streſs on, which is, that when a Perſon 
furniſhes a Bill for Account of another, he ought 
at the ſame time to receive the Money; and in 
caſe he does not do it, that then the Riſque is for 
Account of the Drawer, and not of the Principal. 
And as to that, you may chuſe, if you pleale, a 
Merchant on your Part, and I will chuſe another 
on mine, and if theſe two cannot agree, let them 
have a Power to chuſe a third ; and in caſe they 
ſhall find thar you are in the right, I will take the 
Riſque for my Account ; but being of a contrary 
Opinion, the Riſque ſhall be for your Account.— 
And as to what regards the monſtrous Inconve- 
niencies eaſily to be conceived, that muſt not be 
underſtood betwixt Perſons like Mr. Paris de 
Aonmartel and myſelf, but People who have 
neither Conſcience nor Honour. And all that I 
can ſay to you is, that if I was in your Caſe 1 
ſhould not have made the leaſt Difficulty with Mr. 
P. de Monmartel to take the Riſque upon me, it 
being evident that what I did js according to the 
| com- 


common Cuſtom directed for your Intereſt; and 
in caſe a Perſon ſhould pretend to be paid for the 
Draught the Day he delivers the Bill, he would 
be obliged to draw with great Diſadvantage in 
the Exchange, and be look'd upon as ridiculous 
for pretending to propoſe Things contrary to the 
general Rule of Commerce. Thus you ſee that 
on my Part there has been no Complaiſance, and 
that the Perſon to whom I gave the Letter was 
in very good Credir. 
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
